It  is  fine  for  use  in 
borders,  among  shrubs,  and  as  isolated 
specimens. 

These  Irises  will  endure  extremes  of 
heat,  drought,  and  cold.  From  year  to  year 
I hope  to  offer  my  friends  additional  va- 
rieties of  the  best  kinds.

This  gives  them  a long 
growing  period  and  makes  fine  plants  and 
strong  blooms  the  following  Spring. 

Safe  arrival  of  all  orders  guaranteed 
within  the  United  States.  All  orders  for 
$1.00  or  more  are  sent  prepaid.  15  cents 
extra  must  be  added  for  transportation  on 
all  orders  of  less  than  $1.00.  Full  remit- 
tance must  accompany  all  orders. 

Please  name  second  choice  and  state  if 
I may  substitute  in  case  any  variety  might 
be  sold  out.  Claims  for  shortage  must  be 
made  within  10  days  of  receipt  of  plants.
